Cheered by Crowds. 

Within five minutes after his ar- 
rival here the general entered a 
limousine accompanied by his aideg, 
and, as the car passed through the 
gates and encountered the crowds 
lining both sides of the thorough- 
fare, hearty cheers were given 
again and again. General Pershing 
went direct to the American em- 
bassy, where he will stay while in 
London, anda later wae the guest of 
the ambassador and Mrs. Harvey at 
a dinner party which included Earl 
and Lady Haig, the secretary for war 
and Lady Worthington Evans, the 
first lord of the admiraity and Lady 
Lee, Viscount and Lady Astor, Vice 
Admiral Albeft P.+Niblack, U. S. N., 
and Mrs. Niblack, Rear Admiral Na- 
than C. Twining, U. 8. N., aad Mrs. 
Twining, and Major O. N. Solbert, 
American military attache, and 
Mrs. Solbert.

ed. He argued for “guarantees,” or, 
in lien of gterantees,. a military 
frontier along the Rhine which, he

Burope . impossible. © eas failing 
these, he‘declared that Frante could 
not. disband her armies. 

World Outpost. 

“No country desires more loyally 
than Hrance,” he said, “a reduction 
in military expenses. France has 
furthered the generous appeal of 
the United States by every possible 
effort, and will prove herself ready 
not only for words, but for deeds: 

“She cannot, however, consent. to 
her suicide. France is the outpost 
of the world, She is a sentinel who 
caknot be disarmed. 

“France renounced a Rhine mili- 
tary frontier—which would have 
rendered war impossible—for the 
promise of a written guarantee. 
But in default of the Rhine frontier 
and the uncertainty regarding the 
written guarantee. (the: alliance 
with England and the United 
States) we must assure ourselves 
of our own defense,”

SECRETARY DAVIS

Indianapolis, Ind., October 16.— 
Secretary of Labor Davis left 
here tonight for Washington, 
having been summoned there by 
President. Harding in connection 
with the threatened national 
railroad strike. Secretary Davis 
has been visiting Indiana cities 
for the past week after having 
attended a home-coming celebra- 
tion at Elwood, Ind., his home 
town. 

Secretary Davis would make no 
somment on the threatened strike, 
saying the summone from Presi- 
dent Harding entailed a request 
that he make no statement re- 
quested that he make no state- 
ment regarding the situation un- 
til he had returned to Washing- 
tom and conferred with members 
of the labor board there,

“Nevertheless, it is a fact that the 
carriers, though they are not earn- 
ing what they should earn to en- 
title them to be called prosperous, 
nor what the law intends they shall 
earn, cannot rest under such pro- 
tection, while other business strug- 
gies for its life.

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“We would suggest that the wage 
cut of July first be translated at 
once into a reduction of freight 
rates. This would be much more 
tangible and satisfactory to the pub- | 
lic than to promise that future wage 
reductions will be passed on to the 
people in the form of reduced freight 
rates. The public undoubtedly ex-} 
pected this result when the July 
wage reduction was made, and its 
consummation now, though some- 
what délayed, would be highly grati- 
tying. That direct benefits would 
promptly follow and that the 
psychological effect would be in- 
stantly beneficial can not 
doubted. 

“Such reduction in’ the cost of liv- 
ing as might result from this and 
other causes would inure to the ben- 
efit of the railway employces and 
would constitute one of the statu- 
tory grounds for a further reduction 
in wages. At the same time it 
would have a tendency to reduce 
the cost of material supplies to the 
carriers, and it would not then be} 
mecessary for the carriers to rely 
solely upon wage cuts for a reduc- 
tion of their operating expenses. 

Fer Uniform Deflation. 

“Deflation should be general and, 
as far as possible, uniform. ‘Up to 
this time thre farmer is the only man 
that has Ccilated, and he came to 
the earth with a thud.

“Another catastrophe of that sort 


and freight rates should come to a 
just and reasonable level, uniform- 
ly, or by alternating stages. 

“Of course, nothing in these ob- 
servations should be construed to 
indicate what the action of the labor 
board will be on any wage dispute 
that may be brought befure it. Such 
disputes will continue to be adjust- 
ed by the board in ae-ordance with 
the evidence submitted and the re- 
aquirements of the transportation 
act. When reductions are justifiable, 
they will be given.

The transfer of the Pennsylvania 
lines from group one was ufex-. 
plained by union leaders, but caused 
considerable surprise, as that road 
had been considered by the unions 
as the most antagonistic of any to 
them and it was believed that the 
first strike would be ordered on it.

“Acting itndépendently, our mens 
never would go out on a/question 
of wages, alone,” said Mr. Jewell, 
“They will fight to the last ditch, 
however, for their rules and for fair 
working conditions—matters of 
principle—but the executive com- 
mittee of the shop crafts were very 
much opposed to calling a strike on 
the wage question alone.” 

Mr. Jewell referred to the recent 
decision of the shop crafts execu- 
tives to call a strike on the wage 
cut ordered July 1 by the United 
States labor board, although the 
men had voted by an overwhelming 1 
majority to. strike rather than ac- 
cept the cut. 

May Defer Action, 

Mr. Jewell indicated that § final 
instructions to. the men tinder him 
might be delayed until after the 
Pennsylvania road hearing before 
the, labor..board scheduled to com- 
mence October 20, at which time the 
board may determine whether the 
carrier has violated the board's or- 
der directing a new election of shap 
crafts representatives to negotiate 
working rules with the manage- 
ment, 

The controversy grew out of sep- 
arate elections, which the board 
declared void. It ordered new elec- 
tions, but they havé not beén held.. 

The shop crafts consider this case 
as a fight against their right to 
negotiate with the employers over 
working: conditions and their lead- 
ers expressed the opinion they 
would prefer to strike on this ques- 
tion together with that of wages 
rathér than on that of wages alone, 
Mr, Jewell said.

Tentative plans as 
arranged by Health Commissioner 
John Dill Robertson and other of-

igucks in which to bring supplies to 
Chicago. Dr. Robertson eaid that 
most of Chicago’s food either was 
manufactured here or brought in 
from nearby sections and _ that 
trucks easily could keep the food 
stocks virtually at normal, 

The food supplies in the packing 
Plant store houses, however, were 
said to be eufficient to last Chicago | 
only about three weeks. 

Officials Confident. 


Despite the insistence of union of- 
ficials that the strike qwould para- 
lyze the transportation system of 
the country, railroad officials stead- 
fastly maintained that they would be 
able to operate their lines. A ma- 
jority of them, in statements last 
night and today, seemed inclined to 
believe that a etrike would not 
actually be put into effect.

Lehigh is the thorn in the side of 
Pittsburg and Penn State. The 
number of wins against these two 
elevens just abput balances the 
games that they have lost to them. 
And it was just a break in the 
game again that gave the most 
points, but not the moral victory. 
The same old story of the best 
team losing through some unfortu- 
nate and seemingly unavoidable oc- 
currence. 

Rutgers played the socks off of 
Lehigh and deserved the _ victory.

The county bond election is to 
be held within the next sixty days, 
put the city election must neces- 
sarily be deferred pending author- 
ization by the legislature next 
summer.

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Takes Issue With 
The Policy of the 


ih ederal Reserve Board 


Editor Constitution: In your issue 
of October 3 there appeared a com- 


munication from Walter B. Brown, 
editor New York Commercial, head- 
ed “Demand for Liberty Bonds on 
Increase.” ) 

In this communication he takes 
up the matter of the government 
buying up its own bonds at a dis- 
count. 

I quote from him the following: 

As a matter of fact, the government 
has no moral obligation beyond its agree- 
ment to redeem the bonds at maturity at 
their face value, and no one, for a mo- 
ment, doubts that it will do 60. Those 
who sell the bonds are ducking out from 
their own end of the agreement and the 
government cannot be blamed for going into 
the market and buying up bonds on the 
best terms possible. 

In a way, al] that Mr. Brown says 
Is true and if every person who 
bought bonds during the war with 
Germany had bought purely as an 
investment of his money in his pos- 
session at the time of the purchase, 
his argument is unanswerable, buf 
what are the facts in the case? 

There are thousands upon thou- 
sands of people who bought bonds 
not aS a pecuniary investment for 
profit, but at a personal sacrifice 
from a patriotic sense of duty. 

In the south and west particular- 
ly in the agricultural sections the 
times have been altogether abnor- 
mal, the products of farms having 
sold far below the cost of produc- 
tion, forcing thousands of honest, 
patriotic people to sacrifice their 
bonds to live and meet pressing ob- 
ligations. 

They did not willingly duck out 
from their end of the agreement, as 
intimated by Mr. Brown, but they 
could not possibly retain thir bonds 
and live. 

In a nutshell they did not buy 
bonds for an investment for their 
money but made a patriotic sacri- 
fice for their country in buying 
bonds. They did not sell them in- 
tending to duck out of a contract, 
but sold them because they could 
not pay their debts, live and at 
the same time retain them. 


Far be it from me to excuse any- 
thing like wastefulness or improper 
management on the part of many 
of our people including farmers, or 
to say anything intentionally un- 
fair to any one; neither do I mean 
to incite resentment of one class 
toward another. We all have faults 
enough, but I sincerely desire to 
do what I can and if I can do noth- 
ing, I desire at, least to protest with 
all there is in me against the pow- 
ers which I believe were so largely 
instrumental in bringing the con- 
ditions which put so large a por- 
tion of our people in such distress- 
ing straits. 

_ While as stated above, no excuse 
is offered for. possible mistakes 
made by agricultural classes, sti}l 
if what Mr. John Skelton Williams, 
former comptroller of the currency, 
Says in various speeches and in an 
article written for and published in 


a New York paper, Commerce and | 


Finance, September 21, are true. and 
I see nothing to disprove his state- 
ments, then there was no possible 
management, ecdnomy or thrift 
which could have been applied in 
their business which coujJd have 
overcome the disadvantages they la- 
bored under caused by the favor- 
itism shown others at the same time 
by officials of the Federal Reserve 
bank, 

I could not ask for space to quote 
Mr. Williams in full, but wish to 
quote sufficiently to show (not that 
our government itself in spirit or 
intent brought about differences of 
treatment of different sections), 
but to show where the officials of 
the Federal Reserve bank—one of 
Our government tInstitutions—have 
done this very thing and this mis- 
use of federal funds and the funds 
of member banks of the Federal 
Reserve, which is in their charge 
(all sacred money in their keeping) 
has been largely the cause of the 
depression which put so many peo- 
Ple in position to have to sell their 
bonds as well as endure other un- 
told hardships. 

The federal reserve system was 
instituted to prevent, as far as is 
humanly me ge the very condi- 
tion it seems that these officials 
have been instrumental in bringing 
about, 

I quote from Mr. Williams as fo}- 
lows:

reserve system, or to destroy anything, mis- 
understand me and the conditions gro- 
tesquely.

- . « But no machinery can operate suc- 
cessfully poe ge tee! without intelligent su- 
pervigion a direction.’’

If the ‘‘country’’ banks had been granted 
accommodations for the same proportion of 
their total assets (excluding rediscounts) as 
the national banks in the three big cities, 
they would have received at least $1,630,- 
(00,000 instead of $506,000,000, which was 
the total amount of all the ‘“‘rediscounts 
ami bille payable’’ which all the ‘‘coun- 
try’’ national banks tn the United States 
owed on September 8&8, 1920, 

If that ad@itional amount of ctedit, 
$1,034,000,000 had been supplied to them up 
to that time, or during the ensuing twelre 
months, it is a fair assumption that our 
country might have n eaved billions of 
the losses we have suffered, not only from 
shrinkage of values, bot from the riclent 
and sudden collapse, resulting in disturhance 
and disaster to producers, farmers and 
manufacturers without compensation and 
corresponding advantage to consumers.

Brunswick, Ga., October 16,—(Spe- 
cial.)—-The report of the survey of 
the different highway routes. to 
Saint Simons Island, made by state 
highway engineers, has been sub- 
mitted to the Glyfin county commis- 
sioners, who, atter considering the 
report, cailed into conference the 
cily commissioners, and together the 
two bodies have issued a statement 
to the people of the city and coun- 
ty, leaving the question of whetiner 
the road will built entire- 
ly with them to decide at two bond 
e ections. 

A steering committee of five prom- 
inent Brunswick citizens, which has 
in chargé the preliminary campaign 
looking to the successfu)! fight fur 
bonds, held a meeting at the oard 


of trade rooms Saturday afternoon | 


for the purpose of outlining the 
fight which is to be waged in the 
interest of this great undertaking, 
and ways and means were discussed. 

It wus decided that a general com- 
mittee to be composed of 100 citi- 
zens, with a general chairman, be 
appointed to take full charge of 
the campaign. This committee wiil 
be named at once, In order that the 
work may be started. It was also 
ugreed that the first work should 
be that of an educational campaign. 
that every voter and taxpayer 
should he thoroughly informed as 
to the proposition, the cost of the 
road, the amount of bonds to 
voted by the city and county, the 
amount. of present outstanding 
bonds and all other information in 
connection with the project. Full 
and complete publicity will be given 
to every detail in connection with 
the bond election, in order that all 
voters will clearly understand the 
plans : 

Mafority Favor Project. 

That there are many people in 
the city who are at present opposed 
to a bond issue for the bullding of 
this great highway there is no 
ugubt, but at the same time it is 
believed that a vast majority are 
heartily in favor of it, believing that

ment in the histury of the city and 
county. The committee of 100, as 
soon as it gets organized and under 
way. will make a complete eurvey 
of the eituation; 
just who is opposed to the bond 
issue, their reasons, etc, and will 
then make an effort to convince 
those opposed to it that 
undertaking which will mean 
things for the country.

During the Civil war, the silver 
he left was buried in a cave at 
White Plains, Green county, Geor- 
cia, Other rarely beautiful pieces 
uv: Calhoun giliver are owned by . 
scendants here and in South Caro- 
lina. 

Unfortunately there is no com- 
plete story of the sugar bowl and 
cream pitcher made of coin silver 
in the other illustration, but experts 
on old silver declare the pieces to 
be a real find. Paul Revere was 
the first to introduce the fluted de- 
sign. for sugar bowls and teapots 
and the one here undoubtedly shows 
the influence of his workmanship. 
It was made in Baltimore probably 
about 1790. Mr. and Mrs. E. C. 
Berry, of this city, are the owners. 
Mr. Berry traces his lineage to Oli- 
ver Cromwell, the name _ haying 
been used by each’ generation since 
the family’s arrival in this country. 

Mrs. Joseph R. Lamar, Muscogee 
road, whose marked appreciation of 
the art of old silver led to an ex- 
hibit of Georgia pieces at the Smith- 
sOnian museum, Washington, has 2 
silver service presented to her 
mother in 1855. She has a cup made 
from coin in 1857 and three pleces 
made by Tiffany before the Civil} 


war. 

The Flewellyn family, of Colum- 
bus, Ga., owned a great deal of 
lovely old silver and much of it 
is preserved today by Mrs. F. M. 
Akers. 526 Ponce de Leon avenue, 
this city. It is all hand hammered 
hollow-ware more than 100 years 
old and includes kettle, sugar bow], 
cream pitcher, a large waiter and a 
silver drinking cup. - 

Sisson’s Coin Silver. 

Five generations of the Sisson 
family nave used the tex eervice of 
hand-wrought coin silver now own- 
ed by Miss Caroline Sisson, 40 Sis- 
son avenue, Atlanta. 

Other interesting family silver !s 
in daily use at the home of Mrs. 
Richard Orme Campbell, 865 Peach- 
tree street. The design of cotton 
and corn is unique and is distinctly 
southern. It was made in New Or- 
leans in 1860 of Mexican silver dol- 
lars. 

Spoons used by Thomas and Re- 
becca Merriwether, of Albemarre 
county, Virginia, during the Revolu- 
tion, are cherished possessions of 
Mrs. S. W. Bacon, 182 Crew street. 
Mrs. S. Le Rivers, of 208% Hopkins 
street, has spoons presented to her 
great grandmother as a wedding 
eift in 1839. Mrs. N. A. French, ef 
402 Angier street, was a Campbell

served in that family for 200 years. 

Some of the most interesting sil- 
ver in the south is Owned by the 
family of C. A. Crosby, of Marietta 
They have silver candlesticks whicn 
eame from Chief Justice Marshall's 
family. and spoons which belonged 
to Betty Washington Lewis, from 
whom Mr. Crosby is descended.
